the CTO Electrical Workers. 
The 
contracts of both had been due 
to expire at midnight tonight 
The GM contract expired June 
I, but was extended, Tho union’s 
General Motors Council voted to­ 
day to extend the deadline again lo 
give both sides m ore tim e to work 
at a settlem ent. 
It was believed the Electrical 
W orkers would follow the UAW lead 
and order its 35,000 GM workers to 
stay on the job. 
CIO President W alter Reuthcr 
and his UAW negotiators cam e to 
term s with Ford Motor Co. on a 
new contract Monday. They hinted 
they m ight seek even bigger gains 
from GM. 
At least three General Motors 
plants were hit by prem ature w alk­ 
outs, idling some 12,300 workers. 
Holdover strikes also kept nearly 
30,000 workers off the job in scat­ 
tered plants across the country.

Peabody Will Be 
One of Two Top 
Coal Producers 


CHICAGO IF—Tho president of 
Peabody Coal Co. said today tho 
proposed acquisition 
of the Sin­ 
clair Group 
by 
Peabody would 
m ake it one of the nation’s two 
largest coal producers. 
Otto Gressens 
said the move 
would make Peabody about the 
sam e size from a standpoint of coal 
output as Pittsburgh Consolidation 
Coal Co , now the biggest single 
producer 
Peabody announced 
Monday it 
seeks to acquire the eight firms 
through an exchange of stock, sub­ 
ject to approval by the stockhold­ 
ers and by the Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission, 
j 
The eight firms, known as the 
Sinclair Group, operate strip mines, 
principally in Ohio, Missouri, west­ 
ern Kentucky, Indiana, Ohio and 
Illinois. 
Peabody has underground mines 
in Illinois and Kentucky. Both Pea­ 
body and the Sinclair Group dig 
(soft coal. 
I 
Gressens said all the mines are 
near good markets or the Green, 
Ohio, Mississippi or Illinois rivers 
so the coal can be shipped to m ar­ 
ket on barges. 
‘‘The entire thinking” behind the 
proposal was based on the expan­ 
sion of these river valleys, both 
industrial and metropolitan, offer­ 
ing a market for the product, he 
said. 
‘‘All these states are excellent 
territory.” he said. 
Peabdoy now operates mines in 
Christian and Saline counties, 111 , 
and Harlan County, Ky. 
However, a statem ent by Pea­ 
body said Mine No. 43 in Saline 
county hat an ‘‘estim ated remain­ 
ing 
life 
of approxim ately 
two 
y ears.” 
‘‘It is planned that this opera­ 
tion will bo replaced with a new 
mine in the com pany’s new re­ 
serves . .

NEW YORK (IP—Newspaper ad­ 
vertising on a national basis chalk­ 
ed up its second biggest y ear in 
1954 with outlays of $594,120,000 
running 1.2 per cent below' the 1953 
record of $601,224,000, it was an­ 
nounced today. 
Giant General Motors led the list 
for the eighth straight year, boost­ 
ing its budget 13 5 per cent to an 
all-time high of $37,391,415, said 
the Bureau of Advertising of the 
American 
Newspaper 
Publishers 
Assn. 
GM’s expenditures 
topped the 
combined outlays of the 
second 
and third biggest advertisers—Ford 
and Chrysler, which also run be­ 
hind GM in that order in auto pro­ 
duction. 
Most 
spectacular jump among 
the nation’s UK) largest advertisers 
was scored by Monsanto Chemical 
which increased its 1953 budget 
142.6 per cent to $4,101,841 
and 
jumped from 53rd to 12th spot. 
The top IOO national advertisers 
accounted for $208,183,461. or slight­ 
ly less than half the total volume. 
The IOO leading firms actually rais­ 
ed outlays 12 per cent over the 
1953 figure of $284,818,435. 
Automotive 
advertising, 
which 
accounts 
for the largest 
single 
chunk of national ad dollars, rose 
7,9 per cent last year to $139,861,- 
000. 
This category includes such 
items as gasoline and tires, as well 
a> new cars. 
The 6ood category, running sec­ 
ond to the automotive, dipped 2.8 
per cent to reach $129,446,000. 
Radio and television advertising 
showed a sharp drop.

WASHINGTON IF—Employment 
in May ro"e by 1,000.000 to a rec­ 
ord level for that month 
The Labor and Com merce de­ 
partm ents also reported today that 
unemployment dropped by 473.000 
persons 
This was one of the larg- 
C"t declines ever reported for the 
month 
Total employment reached 62.* 
709,000 jobs in May. and unemploy­ 
ment declined to 2.489.000 
Secretary of Commerce Sinclair 
Weeks told a news conference that 
the employment picture, plus other 
economic factors, reaffirmed hi" 
earlier predictions that 1955 will 
be a record year for the economy. 
The government's 
employment 
survey showed that manufacturing 
jobs rose by 60.000 to 16.300,000 in 
May — the first increase for the 
month since 1950 
The level was 
also 500,000 higher than in May, 
1954 
This increase, plus “ large sea­ 
sonal expansion” in farm and con­ 
struction jobs, brought total em ­ 
ploy ment to a level 1.500.000 higher 
than in May, 1954, and some 700,000 
above the previous May peak set 
in 1953 
The total unemployed was 800.000 
below the lex el of a year ago.
